By dividing large and populous area* into 
small units. 
That's where the name conies from —-a 
commune 
is rn liny political unit, often no more than a block in a large city. 
These each choose "representatives,” and these in turn select 
high officials, on up to the top. 
A t first glance this looks to be essentially 
democratic 
or 
"representative". In prat tir e it is nothing of the sort. 
I lie C om , 
munists were clever enough to see the catch. 
No one of the small units is strong enough to stand up against . 
a combination of the othersl 
There** the way in which Russian Communism turn* into 
dictatorship— and the same thing cr uld easily happen in the 
United States! 
Let but one breath of independence, or resistance to tyranny, 
show up in a Russian Commune— and the whole weight of out­ 
side pressures ran be brought to bear to liquidate the spirit of 


The Communists invented the P A C , sold it to the labor bosses, 
who in turn sold it to the late President Roosevelt 
during his 
period o f failing health. 
A re individual labor bosses p ro -t omnium*! > 
That's a ques­ 
tion so impossible to answer categorically drat it s hardly worth 
answering 
lf they were all Communists at heart, every blessed one of 
them would deny it to the bitter end! The fact is that only a few 
of them have ever gone further, in fighting Communism, than 
merely criticising it publicly. 
M urray had a chance a year ago to purge the Communist* 
out of the high com m and of the ( IO. I Ie din kerf it. Ile presum­ 
ably isn t a pro-( ommuniNt himself— but he isnt anti-Communist 
enough to rid his unions of the reds. 
Reuther was eager enough to fight the Communists in hi* 
U A W so long a* they stood between bim and the Presidency. 
But not enough to get rid of them «*f»er he achieved hi* objective. 
A s,to his own position, he ha* been doing a neat straddle— he 
poses as a non-Communistic "liberal' ; but all the scheme* he

Communist or not, Reuther was at least sufficiently interested in 
Communism,
